The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency ("EPA") is charged with
responding to the release or threatened release of hazardous sub-
stances, pollutants and contaminants into the environment and
with enforcement responsibilities under the Comprehensive
Environmental Response, Compensation and Liability Act, as
amended ("CERCLA"), 42 U.S.C. §9601 et seg. and the Resource

- Conservation and Recovery Act ("RCRA"), 42 U.S.C. §6901 et seq.

EPA has documented the release of hazardous substances into the
environment at a parcel of property herein referred to as the
"site", located at 150-154 Raymond Boulevard, Newark, Essex
County. New Jersey.

In order to determine the need for a response to a release or
threatened release of a hazardous substance, pollutant or
contaminant, choose or take a response action, or otherwise
enforce the provisions of CERCLA, EPA may require any person, as
